as pure cream of tartar powders cannot 
be produced at anything like this price.

City people 
know the country better than Uity.h.ivo 
ever known it before and their business 
relations with country people are grow- 
ing more and more intimate. They are 
quick to seen the convenience and saving 
which would result from the construc- 
tion of good roads and know that they 
themselves would be in a large measure 
the gainers."

"The great reason why we have so few 


good roads in the United States is that 
we have left it to the farmers- alone to 
build them," says Otix), Dorner, chairman 
of the L. A. W. highway improvement 
committee.. "This is wrong, (t is abso- 
lutely impossible for the farmers alone 
to provide a system of good, roads. The 
cost is altogether too great and unless 
substantial help is furnished thuiii upon 
some reasonable basis progress in road- 
ImiMing will continue to be slow and un- 
satisfactory. 


"The help which the farmers require in 


building roiuls should come- from the cit- 
ies. 
The cities ore the great centers of 


wealth; they are the markets in whicn 
business is done—the great distributing 
points-for manufacturers .and for agricul- 
tural 
products. Agricultural America 


has built them up and maintains them. 
The 
union between (.lie cities and 
the 


farming districts is close, upon 100 differ- 
ent channels of trade. Each depends up- 
on the other.. What is more proper, 
therefore, than that the city should unite 
with tho country in constructing and 
maintaining suitable and efficient. moana 
of communication and transportation? 


"There need bo no doubt that the. tax- 


payers, of most American cities are will- 
'ing and ready to contribute, to tho cost 


THE PEilH'S BUTE 


Miss Eda Meinhardt Appointed Ad- 


ministratrix of the Estate of the 


Late Frederick S, Perkins- 


In the county court this morning Miss 


Ecla Meinhardt was appointed adminis- 
tratrix of the estate of the late Freder- 
ick S. Perkins, of Burlington, who died 
at his home in that village last June, in- 
testate. 
Mr. 
Perkins 
was 
one of 


tho 
greatest 
archaeologists 
and 


collectors 
of 
antiquaries 
in 
the 


world. 
When he died he was six- 


ty-seven years oid and had spimt most 
of his time for forty years or more in 
gathering relics of the Indian and pre- 
historic races, and his collection excels 
anything in the wide world, oue album 
containing specimens of ore, being val- 
ued at $10,000 alo:ic. 


His parents settled at Burlington in 


ISIiC when he. was only four years ol.l 
and there the greater part of'his life was 
spent, the lot where his father's pioneer 
cabin stood being occupied by him up to 
the time of his.death. When he grew 
to manhood he chose the profession of the 
painter and after study in New York 
went abroad. 


It was during a visit to the Wyoming 


valley in Pennsylvania in 1S.37 that ho 
formed the collection habit, which.grew- 
with every subsequent year o£ his life. 
There ho gathered about thirty Indian 
hatchets and other stonei implements 
and on his return home continued the 
search for similar specimens. Ho found 
Wisconsin rich in such relica and gradu- 
ally extended his operations until 
he 


covered the whole state and -was known 
to almost everybody in the country dis- 
tricts. Sehool boys would save their 
stores of flint arrow heads until he came 
again to buy them and ho was always 
generous in bis payment for them. His 
particular searclt was for copper implc- 
.ments. He found that these 'were num- 
erous in Wisconsin but very scarce .in 
other states, ani he canie to the conclu- 


n that the Badger state was the home 


oi industry. 


In 1S75 ho sold several thousands of 


his stone implements and 143 of 
his 


copper specimens to the state historical 
society for the nominal sum of $4,000, 
but the choicest specimens he would not 
sell. In ISSi he sold to' the Milwaukee 
public museum 207 copper and a collec- 
tion of stone implements for $2,200.

strange case oj accidental death is re- 
corded by the Evening Standard.

man went to bod excessively drunk and 
was found dead in the morning. The 
natural conclusion was, of course, that 
he had-'died from-alcohol re- poisoning,

mortem was nor. satisfied as to this. He 
re-examined the body, and found over 
the heart a tiny liole like a pin prick. 
On investigating tb find a cause Jar thlg 
puncture there was found In the mat- 
tress an old rusty needle. The man 
had gone to bed very drunk, and his 
condition had prevented Sim from feel- 
ing the prick of the needle, which pene- 
trated his heart and caused death. An- 
other accident, equally remarkable, was 
caused by a snake of a harmics species.

. riic -Forme'rn'''Intercut; In .tlie;. Pulp, 


anoitloii—An -Overlooked Item. 


-- Th<upr'ogres9 of .the beet sugar'Indus-; 
try icrtho United-States is the subjee'fr 
of a-report-reccutly~!ssucd by the agri- 
cultural-department, in which, ;amons 
points especially 'emphasized, is-the in- 
terest which farmers' shdul'd take in it 
on--account of tho value of tbe pulp as 
food for animals'. '.Mr. C. F. Baylor, 
the author of the report, says: - 
•"I .am convinced that, this question 
of pulp.feeding cannot be too carefully- 
considered by.tho farmers of this coun- 
try when they are weighing, the facts 
and the benefits' that will accrue to 
themselves by .establishing the beet 
' sugar industry. It has been tbe en- 
deavor .all through this report to show 
•up the benefits'that will, accrue to the 


•: American fanner by growing . sugar 
" beets-tor, the factory, because as a crop 
It Is so much more profitable and surer 
-than almost any other crop. But I am 
: not at all sure .that, the secondary bene- 
! fits '.that follow tbe establishment of a 
•factory In a farmer's locality-are not 
really, as beneficial to him as the main 
crop Itself. 


'I refer to the opportunity be has for 


feeding pulp, one of tlie cheapest and 
most;'nutritious stock foods that can 
enter into the daily ration of any anl- 
mul foci for almost any purpose. The 
same Is true of, sugar boets_which are 
raised purely for stock food. The only 
difference Is "that pulp, after the sugar 
Is taken out is about as nutritious as 
the origins! beet with its sugar con- 
tents, and of course it is more econom- 
ical to a farmer to raise beets, sell the 
sugar out of them and retain the pulp 
for feed. Some wonderful results aro 
being shown In this country now as to j 
tbe value of pulp for feeding lambs, 
fattening liogs-and cattle and feeding 
the dairy cow.

Keep the soil between the rows loose '

As endive Is used mostly in the fall 


months, tbo>maln sowings are made iu 
June and July,, from which plantings 
are formed, at ono foot apart each way, 
in August nnd September, It requires 
no' special soil or manure, aud after 
planting the'plot should be kept clear 
of weeds until the plants have attained 
full size, when the process of blanching 
begins. T,hls is effected by gathering 
up the leaves, and tying them by their 
tips in a conical form. Tills excludes 
the light nnd air from the Inner leaves, 
which 'In the course of three to six 
week's.-accordlng to the temperature at 
the time,' become blanched.
